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HE GOT HER PURSE AND THEN 
GOT CAUGHT, 


HER REMARKABLE COOLNESS. 


Clung to Her Purse as Long as She 
Could, Then Proceeded on 
Her Way. 


Miss Lucy Clay lives at 913 North Seven- 
teenth street, a few doors north of Franklin 
avenue. Her place of business is at’ 915 Lo- 
cust street, where she is employed as book- 
keeper by C. H. Evans in the American 
Teachers’ Bureau. 

In going to work every morning her habit 
is to walk down Franklin avenue to Tenth 
street, then turn south, because at Tenth 
street she usually meets a couple of young 
ladies of her acquaintance whose work is in 
the same direction. 

She was disappointed Saturday morning, 


* being a little early in reaching the corner. 


She walked on slowly to permit her friends 
to catch her. 

She thought they had when, as she 
crossed the mouth of the alley on the east 
side of Tenth street, south of Morgan, some 
one caught her right arm from behind. She 
turned her head, laughing, to greet her 
friend. 

The nex» second she couldn’t think at all. 
‘A burly negro was at her side, tugging at 
the black leather pocketbook which she held 
tightly in her right hand. 

It flashed over her that she was being held 
up. It required about two seconds for her 
to realize it and unconsciously she held * 
the purse. When she reached the realiza- 
tion she did not scream, She continued to 
hold on and the negro continued to tug. She 
pressed her lips firmly together and brought 
her lef? hand to the assistance of her right 
in holding on. The negro grabbed her shoul- 
der, pinching it, and ehe involuntarily 
loosened her grasp. . 

Then, for the first time, she screamed. 
The negro was speeding rapidly north, 
shoving the purse into his pocket. ‘The 
purse contained $1.17. : 

Tenth street was deserted” Guring the 
Btruggie. The victim's one scream brought 
men running out of every door, and before 
the highwayman had gone a block twenty- 
five men were in pursfiit, including Police- 
man«O'Leary of the Fourth Distr'-<. 

The negro rapidly increased the distance 
be.ween himself and the pursuers. The 
pol’ceman saw he was about to escape and 
sent a bullet after him, Then he fired an- 
other and a third. : 

None of the shots took effect, but a hoarse 
Fhout went up from the pursuers, for at 
Tenth and Carr streets the highwayman 
ran into the arms of Policeman Burke, who 
turned the corner on a run to investigate 
the cause of the shooting. 

The negro made no resistance and was 
soon locked up at the station at Seventh 
and Carr streets, after giving his name as 
George Anderson. 

When the chase began Miss Clay paused 
@ moment to watch it, then con*inued to- 
ward her place of business as if nothing had 
occurred. 

She told Mr. Evans her experience ina 
matter of fact way, although somewhat put 
out about the loss of her purse. Mr. Ev- 
ans urged her to go to the police station 
and see whether the fellow was caught. 

She reached the station about half an 
hour after Anderson was locked up. She 
positively identified him and recovered the 
purse and contents. 

Shortly afterward Thomas Long called at 


| the station and identified Anderson as the | 


negro who had stolen two blattkets from 
his wagon earlier in the morning, while the 
‘wagon stood at Tenth and Olive streets. 

The police believe Miss Clay was in the 
hahds of a desperate highwayman, and cred- 
it her with great courage. 

She is a chubby little woman, with a look 
of determination, and wears gold. eye- 
glasses, Highwaymen were apparently as 
far as possible from her thoughts when a 
Post-Dispatch reporter found her shortly 
after the hold up. She was seated at her 
desk and seemed engrossed in her work 
when the reporter inquired of Mr. Evans 
for her. She didn’t want notoriety and Mr. 
Evans was her ally until he was asked if 
that wasn’t Miss Clay seated at the desk. 
Then she described her experience with 
manifest reluctance. 

“Of course I was frightened,’”’ said she. 
“I didn’t know whether he had a revolver or 
not. When I saw it wasn’t one of my 
friends, but a negro and that he had huld of 
my purse, why I just held on to it without 
thinking very clearly what I was doing. I 
didn’t think to scream until I realized he 
had the purse. 

“Of course after it was all over there was 
nothing more to be done but to go on to 
work, and so I went.’’ 


THREE ARE DEAD. 


Herman Slimm of Wisconsin Killed 
His Wife and Son-and Com- 
mitted Suicide. 


JANESVILLE, Wis., Jan. 9.—Herman 
Slimm shot and killed his wife and son last 
night and then committed suicide, Family 
troubles were the cause. 

All three bodies were found weltering in 
their blood. The family trouble in which 
the tragedy had its origin began several 
years ago and culminate®in a suit for di- 
vorce. Slimm had threatened to kill his 
wife and she had applied to the court for 
protection from him. The crime was com- 
mitted last night, but was not discovered 
until the store over which they lived was 
opened this morning and blood was found to 
be dripping from the ceiling above. The 
body of the child was in the bed, the body of 
Mrs. Slimm was lying on the sitting room 
floor and the body of the murderer with the 
revolver half submerged in a pool of his 
blood lay on the bedroom floor. Four shots 
were fired and several people heard them, 
but did not investigate. 


LEAK IN THE TREASURY.

The loss falls 
wholly upon Mr. Morgan, but he is more 
worried over the fact that the money has so 
mysteriously evaporated from the Treasury 
strong box ‘than over the financial loss.

RECORD BROKEN,

THIS 


$31,679,402 WEEK. 


There Was an Increase of 22.3 Per Cent 
Over the Clearings of a 
Year Ago. - 


The weekly report of the St. Louis Clear- 
ing-house Association shows $31,679,402 total 
clearances for the week ending Saturday, 
the largest since the association was or- 
ganized, twenty-eight years ago. 

Compared with the clearances of the cor- 
responding week of last year, which amount- 
ed to $25,898,025, the report shows an increase 
of $5,781,377, which is 22.3 per cent. 

Last week the clearances were $21,362,615, 
which gives an increase of $10,326,787 for this 
week over last. 

The largest total clearances for one week 
heretofore were $28,997,856, during the week 
from June 3 to June 8, 1895. 

This week’s clearances are $2,681,546 in ex- 
cess of that. 

At first thought the fact that the United 
States Sub-Treasury now clears through the 
St. Louis Clearing-house Association would 
seem an explanation for the enormous im- 
provement. The clearances for the week 
from the Sub-Treasury, however, amounted 
to but $400,000, according to Manager Ed- 
ward Chase of the Clearing-house, 

As to the actual explanation for the In- 
crease and its significance, bankers dif- 
fer. One explanation advanced is the im- 
provement in general business in St. Louis 
and tributary territory, and this explana- 
tion involves the theory that the increase 
indicates a general awakening in business 
circles. 

Mr. Chase. attributes the increase chiefly 
to financial transactions, and not to gen- 
eral business; to transactions in whicn there 
is no trade, but merely transfers of meney, 
such as the transfers of .oans from one 
bank to another. 

“To account fora portion of the increase,”’ 
aaid Mr. Chase to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“the monthly settlements on 'Change made 
some difference. The clearances were $,- 
000,000 on Monday from this source. That, 
howevtr, explains only the difference be- 
tween the showing for the week, in which 
the .nuonthliyv settlements are made, and that 
for the ordinary week days of the month. 

“The tax collections, which are included 
this week, make some difference from the 
other weeks of the entire year of 1896, and 
also from the corresponding week. The tax, 
collections last year came in a week earlier 
than this year. 

‘“‘My opinion is that it is somewhat owing 
to financial transactions, such as the trans- 
fer of loans, rather than to general busi- 
ae. Chase, however, explained that-his 
observation was entirely from within the 
Clearing-house, and his conclusion is based 
entirely on what passed through his hands. 
Bankers, he said, could tell better. 

Assistant Cashier J. S. Marmaduke of the 
National Bank of the Republic has had spe- 
cial opportunity to observe the conditions 


in St. Louis and territory tributary to it.

SHE IS STILL OVERWROUGHT. 


After Consultation With Her Pross- 
cutor Heidhorn Recommended 
That the Prisoner Be Discharged. 


The preliminary hearing of William 
Smith, one of the negroes arrested for 
criminally assaulting Miss Mary Krueger, 
the 16-year-old daughter of August Krue- 
ger, on St. Cyr road, near Baden, Christ- 
mas eve, came to a surprising end Saturday 
morning at Clayton. 

When the negro was first brought before 
Miss Krueger at the Seventh District Po- 
lice Station, this city, she positively id nti- 
fied him as one of her. assailants. 

Saturday morning at Clayton she stated 
emphatically to Prosecuting Attorney Hei- 
dorn that Smith was not guilty, and he 
was accordingly released from custody. 

The negro’s preliminary hearing before 
Justice Greensfelder was set for 10 o'clock. 
and a number of the residents of Baden and 
vicinity were on hand, but no threats against 
the prisoner were heard. Miss Krueger was 
accompanied by her father. 

Before the trial opened the Prosecuting 
Attorney held a brief consultation with the 
girl, at the end of which he stated to the 
court that Miss Krueger.was positive that 
the prisoner was innocent and he ordered his 
discharge. 

This climax was a complete surprise in 
the face of the positive identification at ihe 
time of the arrest. Neither the girl nor her 
father would explain the sudden chatge of 
front further than she was sure Smith was 
not one of the men. 

Miss Krueger is still suffer.iiig from the 
nervous shock, and it is douotful in her 
present condition Whether she could make a 
positive identification. 

When the brutes left her they threatened 
her life if any publicity were made of the 
crime, and this fear has constantly har- 
rassed her since Smith's arrest.

A jury accepted his own comfession of 
his guilt and decided that he should hang. 
Robert Laughlin and his wife Sarah Feb- 
ruary 14 visited the family of Lee Jones, 


rear Augusta, and returning took with 
them their niece, Mary Jones, then 14 years 
old, to remain over night. Everything went 
well in the Laughlin home and all retired 
in fine spirits at the usual hour. 

About 3 o’clock in the morning of Feb- 
ruary 15, Mrs. Laughlin was awakened by 
a struggle and a noise from Mary's bed- 
room, and striking a light she learned her 
husband had attempted an outrage upon 
the girl and she threatened to expose him. 
He thereupon seized the heavy poker and 
struck his invalid wife dead with a single 
blow. The frightened niece attempted to 
escape by flight in her night clothes, and 
was laid dead at the door by a blow in the 
back of her head. 

Laughlin’s next thought was to burn the 
house and destroy the bodies, mutilate him-

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 9.—The In- 
dian appropriation bill for the next fiscal 
year was completed to-day by the House 
Committee on Indian Affairs and reported 
to the House by Chairman Sherman. The 
bill carries a total of $7,465,000, which is 
somewhat less than the appropriation of the 
current year. The allowance for schools, 
however, is increased by $200,000 and pro- 
vision is made for starting the new schools 
at Chamberlain and Rapid City, S. D., whose 
establishment was provided for by the last 
bill. There is an item continuing the Dawes 
Commission with special salaries and com- 
pensation, and $10,000 is given for the ex- 
penses of the commission of citizens who

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MR. BRYAN’S IDEA OF PROTEC. 
TION FOR DEPOSITORS. 


OMAHA JACKSON DAY SPEECH. 
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Contributions by Corporations for Po- 
litical Parties Should Be Pro- 
hibited by Law. 


OMAHA, Neb., Jan. 9.—The annual ban- 
quet of the Jacksonian Ciub of this city 
was held at the Paxton Hotel last evening. 
The banquet was really an ovation to Will- 
jam J. Bryan, with a few speeches by other 
Democrats to add variety to the occasion. 

When the distinguished guest of the even- 
ing rose to address the people present his 
reception was to the highest degree en- 
thusiastic. He paid a tribute to the Popu- 
lists as being the pioneers in the move- 


ment for governmental reforms, and com- 
plimented the Republicans who left their 
party and voted the Democratic ticket. He 
expressed pleasure Over the result of the 
election in this State, but did not attribute 
. that result to the fact that Nebraska was 
his home, but rather to the fact that there 
was such complete harmony among all the 
forces which made up «he fusion here. He 
saw in it a lesson for other States, and said 
that when they ‘had the same amount of ed- 
ucation on the principal subjects in the 
Democratic platform as Nebraska had had, 
and the same perfect harmony among the 
people supporting those questions, victory 
would come to their party in the nation. 

Mr. Bryan further said: 

“While we are not in a position to secure 
such national legislation as we beHeve to 
be best, we are in a position in many States 
to secure the enactment of laws which will 
be both helpful to the party now and an aid 
in subsequent efforts to bring about na- 
tional reforms. Every good law placed up- 
on the statute bocks brings credit to those 
who are responsible for the law, and 
strengthens their claim to the public confi- 
dence. 

“When in Congress, I endeavored to se- 
cure the passage of the law which would 
place a small tax upon national bank de- 
posits, for the purpose of raising a fund 
to guarantee depositors against loss. The 
bill was opposed at the time on the ground 
that the strong banks would have no ad- 
vantage over the newly established ones if 
all the depositors were protected from 
losses. 

“While this argument is based upon the 
theory that tthe interests of the large 
banks are more to be considered than the 

interests of the small ones, it has been suf- 
ficient thus far to prevent legislation need- 
ed for the protection of the depositors. I 
suggest that it is possible to apply this 
principle to the State banks in the States 
where che silver forces have control. A 
small tax collected according to deposits, 
until a sufficient fund is raised, would en- 
courage the deposit of money in banks and 
discourage hoarding. 

“Under such a system depositors could be 
_ at once out of the guarantee fund, and 

he business of the community would not be 
embarrassed as it is now, when every bank 
failure ties up a lot of money and brings 
business to a standstill. If State banks 
were thus made secure, national banks 
would be compelled to join in securing sim- 
ilar protection for their depositors or suffer 
the consequences: 

Ke me 6 another law, which, it 
seems to me, the last gn hhas shown 
the need of. It is a well own fact that 
many corporations contributed large sums 
to the Republican fund. In some instances 
banks gave liberally, and justified the con- 
tribution on the ground that they were pro- 
tecting the interests of their d itors, I 
believe that we should adopt a law where 
we have the power to do so, preventing cor- 
porations from contributing to campaign 
funds or taking any part in politics. A cor- 
poration is a creature of law; it is called 
into existence for business, not for politica] 
purposes. While en individual is justified in 
contributing money to aid in legitimate 
campaign work, a corporation is not. Until 
a ‘bank pays its depositors in full, it is im- 
— to tell whether it is contributing 
ts own or its depositors’ money. In large 
corporations the stockholder finds that his 
own money is being used often for the de- 
feat of his own political principle. Corpora- 
pg should be made to keep out of poli- 

ca.’

sPIN'S IDEA 
OF AUTONOMY 


FURTHER ELUCIDATION OF HER 
COLONIAL SCHEME. 


PECULIAR NEW YEAR’S GIFT. 


Uncle Sam’s Views Being Known, the 
Issue Now Rests With the 
Madrid Government. 


special from 


NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—A 
Madrid says: 
The decisive stage is rapidly approaching 


for ascertaining the real drift in the rela- 
tions between Svain and her West Indian 
colonies and between Spain and the United 


States. 

The issue now rests entirely with the 
Madrid Government, as all aspects and the 
eventualities of the question have been 
kindly, considerately, fully and frankly laid 
before the Duke of Tetuan and Premier 
Canovas very lately. 

It is no secret in political and diplomatic 
circles in Madrid that the American Govern- 
ment cannot escape the reforms decreed for 
Porto Rico. But the United States execu- 
tive might induce Congress and public opin- 
ion in the United States to take them as 4 
definite formula of what Spain intends to 


place on record as her final concessions for 
the settlement of the Cuban question. Peo- 
ple outside of Spain jumped at the erroneous 
conclusion that the Madrid Government was 
on the high road to granting to the West 
Indian colonies self-government similar to 
‘hat of Canada and Australia. Nothing of 
the kind was ever intended either by the 
present Government or by any Spanish po- 
litical party. 

Premier Canovas only expressed the senti- 
ment of the majority of the Spaniards when 
he said recently that Spain could never go 
so far in her colonial reforms as to estab- 
lish a Canadian regime. Autonomy in the 
English sense of the word was not contem- 
plated by Senor Sagasta as Premier and 
Senor Abarzua as Colonial Minister, when 
they requested and explained the assent of 
all the Spanish parties in January, 1895, to 
the famous bill which Premier Canovas and 
his Minister for the Colonies made use of 
in issuing on New Year’s Day, 1897—decrees 
reorganizing and increasing the powers of 
the Governor and granting only administra- 
tive, municipal and provincial reforms to 
Porto Rico. In fact, under these decrees 
the municipal and provincial councils there 
will be organized on much the same lines 
as the Spanish provincial councils and mu- 
nicipalities, with about the same. control 
over purely local matters and over that 
part of the revenues from taxation destined 
for public works, education and strictly 
local administration, subject, however, to 
the supervision and the veto of the supe- 
rior authorities and the Governor appoint- 
ed by Spain. The majority of the insular 
council is to be composed of nominees of 
the crown. The minority is to be elective. 

This council is not intended to be in any 
way a legislative ‘body, but an assembly 
which will be consulted in well-defined 
cases and may express wishes or opinions 
not at all binding on the Government. The 
insular council is not a parliament, but a 
consulting assembly, with limited control 
over the acts of the Provincial and Munici- 
pal Councils. 


Porto Rico will continue to be represent- 
ed in the Spanish Cortez by two Senators 
and twelve deputies elected in the island 
by a very restricted franchise. The Impe- 
rial Parliament will comtinue to discuss 
and vote legislative budgets and tariff for 
the West Indies drawn up and presented 
by the Minister for the _ colonies... All 
branches of the civil service, courts of jus- 
tice and customs service will continue to 
be recruited in the mother country. The 
army, navy and police will remain in the 
hands of the Imperial Government and 
the Governor will have full control of the 
local militia and the volunteers. 

The Imperial Parliament, above all, will 
retain power to regulate the trade and tar- 
iffs of the colonies, whose treaties of com- 
merce will be negotiated by the Madrid ex- 
ecutive. 


GUANABACOA BUTCHERIES. 


Spain Credited With Reproving Wey- 
ler for Permitting Them. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—A dispatch to. the 
Journal from Havana, via Jacksonville, 
says: 

The newspaper at La Lucha ventures to 
protest against the massacres in Guanab- 


acoa committed by Lieut.-Col: Fondesviela, 
the new commander of that town. It is un- 
derstood here that Minister Taylor has pro- 
tested to the Duke of Tetuan, and the latter, 
in a sharp dispatch to the Minister of Col- 
onies, has reproved Weyler. The result 
was that the Marquis de Ualmerola, Secre- 
tary General, accompanied by the Civil Gov- 
ernor, Bishop, Chief of Police and Principal 
and Inspector of the Secret Service, visited 
Guanabacoa yesterday for the purpose of 
whitewashing Fondesviela. They drove 
through the town and visited the principal 
Spanish merchants, local priests, and even 
the houses-of several Cuban damilies, re- 
maining in the place, demanding signatures 
to a report denying what these people know 
to be the truth, and certifying to the hu- 
mane character and pervonal popularity of 
Commander Fondesviela as a Christian gen- 
tleman, incapable of the crimes charged. 
Weyler, I learn to-day, is disappointed at 
the Minister of War’s tardiness in acting 
upon his dispatch recommending Fondesvie- 
la for promotion to a Colonelicy and decora- 
tion for good services in Guanabacoa. Un- 
less the Minister acts soon, said the Cap- 
tain General,. he will himself show his ap- 
preciation of Fondesviela’s services by ap- 
pointing him Chief of Police in Havana, 


NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—The Sun corr- 
espondent in Havana writes: 

All that has been reported concerning the 
recent massacres in Guanabacoa is as noth- 
ing compared: with what is now occurring 
in that town, at the very doors of the city 
of Havana. It is inconceivable that in an 
American country such savage gutchery -is 
tolerated without an immediate protest 
from foreign powers in the name of hu- 
manity. 

Domingo la Garza, a peaceful man who 
never had any connection with the revo- 
lutionists, while returning home in Guana- 
bacoa Tuesday night, was killed by a force 
of the Spanish patrol at the corner of Con- 
cepcion and Jesus Nazareno streets. The 
crime was seen by many families of the 
neighborhood, but all were warned by the 
assassins that the same fate would befail 
them if they dared to utter a word about 
the matter. 

Since Tuesday, eight more victims are 
said to have been added to the long? list of 
massacres. The American Consulate is mak- 
ing an investigation into the matter and has 
evidence that twenty-eight peaceful per:ons 

ave been k‘lied by the Spanish. 


General Lee’s attention daily, Dut as no 
American citizen has as yet been slain in 
Guanabacoa, the Consulate confines its 
work to piling up the evidence as a mere 
matter of information. 

Fr. Muntadas, a Catholic priest, rector. of 
the school supported by the congregation 
of Piarists, in Guanabacoa, has protested 
energeticaHy in the name of Christianity.

SPANISH CANARD. 


The Junta Says Gen. Gomez Is Not 
Treating for Peace. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—At the offices of the 
Cuban Junta it is emphatically denied that 


any terms of peace had been sent by Max- 
imo Gomez, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Army, to Senor Agasta, the Liberal leader 
in Spain, Dr. Castillo of the Junta said: 

“This statement, no doubt, emanates from 
the officious friends of Spain; in fact, it is 
but a diplomatic canard. We have received 
no letter from Gen. Gomez on the subject, 
and he would be the last man to accept 
such shameful terms of capitulation. Should 
he, through insanity, be ready to accept 
such terms, he would be prevented from 
doing so by those who have at heart the 
defense of the constitution, which all Cu- 
bans in arms have sworn to defend. Article 
2 of our constitution reads thus: 

‘“**The treaty of ace with Spain, which 
must be based on the absolute independence 
of the Island of Cuba, shall be ratified by 
the Council of Government and the Repre- 
sentative Assembly, expressly convened for 
the purpose.’ 

“All efforts to influence public opinion by 
these means will signally fail.’ 


Spaniards Routed. 


KEY WEST, Fla., Jan. 9.—A report from 

points near Matanzas confirms the news of 
a defeat suffered by the Spanish at the 
hands of one of Gomez’s Captains on Tues- 
day. 
Over forty-five Spaniards were buried by 
the Cubans and 100 taken prisoners. The 
latter, save five who were native-born Cu- 
bans, acting as guides, were liberated. The 
renegades, as the guides were called, had 
a short trial and a speedier death, being 
cut down with machetes. 


Chillicothe’s Sympathy. 


CHILLICOTHE, Mo., Jan. 9.—A meeting of 
the citizens of Chillicothe was addressed last 
night by Maj. G. Ewing Price, of the Cuban 
army, and Capt. A. T. Carpenter, of the Red 
Cross Sanitary Corps, of New York City. 
The speakers were dressed in Cuban uni- 
forms, and spoke on the cause of Cuba. 
Resolutions approving the Cameron resolu- 
tion were adopted.

SAVANNAH, Ga., Jan. 9.—A party of 
young men have left for Cuba to join the 
insurgents. Among them was Clifford W. 
Anderson, Jr., son of Col. Clifford W. An- 
derson of Savannah, related to the late 
Gov. Jenkins and the late C. C, Jones.

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—A special to the 
Herald from Kingston, Jamaica, says: Sev- 
eral Cubans, one of them Pedro Dias, have 
landed here.

NATIONAL BANK CURRENCY. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispateh: 

1. National bank notes are not legal tender 
and cannot be made such. They have floated 
for years under the shadow of the green- 
back, and if we retire the greénback we 
will be forced to retire the other. The 
people want legal tenders and creditors wll 
be certain to demand them, especiatly if 
they are not easily obtainable, and the spec- 


come a chance to charge a premium for 
them. A condition has been forced which 
suggests the retirement of the greenback, 
not because the beneficiaries want the na- 
tional bank notes (no, no!)—they are offered 
Only as an alternative, a solution—Dbut it 
Seems hard to protect the greenback from 
the inwriguing spéculator, and if we re- 
Place the greenback. with the bank note 
we will find that we have “‘jumped from the 
frying pan into the fire’—these notes not 
only having all the weaknesses of the green- 
back but many peculiarly their own, We 


| @re certainiy not proposing to simplify our 


System. The advocetes of a change will, 
I think, find their calculations ‘“‘badly off.” 

2. National bank notes woukid be redeem- 
able on demand, and with the greenback 
out of the way would be (theoretically) re- 
deemable in gold. It would take our stock 
of gold to make a reserve for the banks; 
the importer, therefore, would have to get 
his gold of the banks, through the redemp- 
tion of notes, and this would close every 
bank on which much demand was made. 
A bank could not afford to issue notes if it 


had to ‘hold a large reserve for redemption. 
The annoyance of the redemption of notes 
would be simply ‘transferred from Govern- 
ment vaults to bank vaults, the difference 
being, the Government could stand millions 
of demand while the banks would tremble 
at thousands. These bank notes, on account 
of this gold redemption, would go to enough 
pi emium to induce bankers and brokers to 
group” them, this premium of itself would 
hide them, besides, the banks constantly 
fearing raids would surrender their bonds, 
withdraw their notes, and the people would 
be left without even “promises to pay.” 

3. The amount of currency issued would 
be at the dictation of the debt-owners, and 
vheir interests would be the controlling 
factor, while the people’s interests might 
lie in a very different direction. The profits 
of this business would go to the banks, 
and needlessly, out of the pockets of the 
people, and if there were no profits there 
would ‘be no tssue of currency by the banks. 
Banks are working for dividends. With a 
bank issuing currency at 90 cents on the 
dollar of bond, the matter would stand 
thus approximately, with bonds at 1 
in the market (a iess premium on the 
bond meaning more profit to the bank, while 
a higher premium means less).

There would be very little currency issued 
w:th bonds at 12 per cent, while retirement 
of greenbacks and the consequent enforced 
demand for bonds (under an exclusive bank 
note system) would run them up to the 
point that not one dollar could be made 
under the system, and not a dollar, there- 
fore, of currency would be issued. Other 
things befng all right, the question of profit 
depends on the premium on the bond, which 


because it is contingent. Against the fact 
that we need money badly, I place the 
almost certainty that we can’t get it in 
this direction. The people’s interests de- 
mand that our system be built on a certain 
permanent basis, and not on the idea that 
“now you see it and now you don’t.” 

4. We could not reduce our debt without 
contracting our currency, for the currency 
would be based on the bond and disappear 
as the bonds are paid. 

5. We have not enough bonds to furnish 
enough money for our demands, even 
though we issue a dollar of ‘“‘promise” for 
every. dollar of bond. 

6. The only protection the people would 
have in using these notes is the credit of 
the Government. Under our present sys- 
tem there is a 10 per cent margin between 
the bank circulation and the bond, which 
means that the Government has, by refus- 
ing to issue dollar for dollar, discounted 
its own credit. This is intended as a pre- 
cautionary .-move, specious but delusive. 
What the Government wants is protection 
against National bank-currency, and hence 
fixes this 10 per cent margin. What the 
bank wants is protection against the Gov- 
ernment and hence wants her to be able to 
protect her bond which will redeem the cur- 
rency and pay the bank any margin be- 
tween the circulation and the bond. What 
the Government really wants then is pro- 
tection against herself—that is, she § dis- 
counts her own credit, and that credit, un- 
der a system that is based on that credit as 
good as anything we have or can get, our 
10 per cent of final money being too small 
to take into account, and when this credit 
gets below par on a 4 per cent bond our 
system goes to pieces, with the honor of 
the Government pledged to redeem the cur- 
rency. 

As a matter of fact, when ‘the Government 
credit shows signs of failing what will the 
banks do? Sit stih and hold their hands? 
Not a bit of it. They would, if possible, 
fhave their bonds sold at tthe earliest mo- 
ment to bring the ‘best premium, or, fia‘ling 
in this, throw these bonds back on the Gov- 
ernment, wash their hands of the whole 
business, and let ithe Government manipu- 
late the contraction of the currency by re- 
deeming it, if possible, or, there being noth 
ing to redeem with, we would be confronte 
with a daly depreciating currency and the 
Government the toy of the speculator, as 
usual, under a cred.t system. I don’t know 
what the banks would redeem their cur- 
rency in, but there would ‘be an alarming 
failure of credit if owning bonds at 120 they 
were caught holding them at par. 

And now for results: If the Government 
issues currency to the banks at less than 
dollar for dollar she discounts her own 
credit. If she issues dollar for dollar, then 
there is mo use in confining the issue to 
national banks. Other banks or anybody 
who can pay the premium on a bond can 
just as safely issue them. The bond being 
carried at a high premium, involves more 
risk as a profitable item, and if for any 
reason this prem'um should run down, ithe 
bonds would be thrown on the Government

Exercises at Memorial Hall, Followed 
by a Sumptuous Banquet at 
the St. Nicholas, 


The second annual dinner of the Tennessee 
Society of St. Louis was given Friday night 
at the St. Nicholas Hotel, following an ad- 
dress at Memorial Hall by Bishop Thomas 
F. Gailor of Tennessee of the Episcopal 


Church. . 

The occasion was the eighty-second anni- 
versary of ‘the battle of New Orleans, 
and the perpetuation of the fame of the 
popular hero, Andrew Jackson. 

The platform of Memorial Hall was beau- 
tifully decorated, and the Spanish orchestra 
and mandolin. club dispensed a high grade 
of music, while the members of the society, 
in evening dress, gathered in the hall. 

Bishop Gailor was conducted to the plat- 
form by Judge Henry W. Bond, President of 
the Society; A. C. Stewart, William M. Sen- 
oy re tees 4 Kilpatrick, John C. Meeks, Clar- 
ence C. Ward, Jerome Hill, Dorsey A. Jami- 
son, Charles B. Stark, George W. Harris, 
James Y. Player, Lawrence O. Branch, H.

aishop Gailor was introduced by Presi- 
dent Bond, and when the eminent Tennes- 
seean stepped forth he was enthusiastically 
received. He commenced ‘his address by 
‘stating that the object of the meeting 
was to pay a tribute of love and reverence 
to Andrew Jackson, the illustrious hero, 
whom Americans delight to honor; to re- 
view the great events that occurred dur- 
ing hig career as a soldier and a states- 
man; to offer expressions of love and loy- 
alty to the State of Tennessee, and, above 
all, to consider, in the Nght of the past, 
what is best for the future of the nation, 
religiously and politically. 

The Bishop’s address was a stirring and 
eloquent tribute to the memory of the fear- 
less and democratic Jackson, who left the 
impress of his character more plainly on 
the Hfe of the young republic than almost 
any other man. He recognized the growing 
power of the aristocracy, and sought to 
crush it out. He fought Toryism in its 
strongholds, and did everything in this pow- 
er to foster and establish a spirit that 
should be distinctively American. In the 
words of his epitaph: “His trust in the peo- 
ple never wavered.” 

The address was completed about 9:30 
o'clock, but it was a half hour later before 
the guests had assembled at the St. Nich- 
olas. The ballroom of the hotel had been 
converted into a ver'table bower of beauty, 
with profuse fioral decorations. Covers 
were laid for 107, the tables being arranged 
in- three columns, witth a headpiece.

HORTON CHANGED HIS VOTE. 


Other Matters Taken Up by the City 
Council and House of 
Delegates. 


Charles Sutter and his associates met this 
afternoon to consider what action to take 


concerning the failure of the Council to 


pass the Sutter conduit ordinance over the 
Mayor’s veto. 

The veto was sustained in the Council by 
the following vote: Yeas—Brinkmeyer, 
Clark, Gast, Hagan, Heckel, Uthoff and 
Vallat. Nays—Ferris, Horton, Ives, Keyes, 
Kotany and Nagel. 

Mr. Horton was the only member to 
change his vote. He had always support- 
ed the bill, but voted to sustain the veto. 
It would have required nine votes to pass 
the bill over the veto. 

There was some comment on the fact that 


Supporters of the Keyes bill, voted against 
sustaining the veto. 

“If I had known,” he said Saturday; “‘that 
the Mayor would veto the Sutter bill, I 
would never have voted for the Keyes bill. 
I was in favor of both bills. -I did not beHeve 


who wanted would be given a chance to put 
their own wires under ground. Then there 
should be a public conduit for the accommo- 


| dation of companies that might be formed. 


There would then be only one tear up of 
the streets. The day will come when the 
people will regret that the Sutter bill was 
not passed.”’

SCHOOL BOYS WHO | 


USE CIGARETTES 


REPORTS FROM OVER 60 PRINCI- 
PALS ON THE SUBJECT. 


THEIR EXPERIENCES VARY. 


Some Have Trouble With Pupils and 
Others Think They Have 
Stopped the Practice. 


Nearly all of the eighty-four public school 
principals in St. Louis have replied to Supt. 
F. Louis Soldan’s request for statements as 
to the prevalence of cigarette smoking 
among public school pups. 

The request was made in order to furnigh 
a member of Congress information for which 
he wrote to Prof. Sol@an. Many of the 
replies show an alarming state of affairs. 

The request was framed in regard to the 
increase or decrease of the habit among 
pupils. Owing to the absence of figures in a 
majority of the replies, only comparisons 
ean be drawn in most of the schools, but 
in many of the replies not only are figures 
given but the principals dilate upon the 
growth of the habit, its pernicious effects 
and the necessity of drastic measures of 


prevention. 
The ages of pupils in the St. Louis Schools 


range from 8 to 16 years. The reports show 
the greatest prevalence of the habit go be 
among those between 12 and 16 years. 
Schools attended only by younger children 
are‘ little anneyed with the practice. 

The use of the cigarette among school 
children is shown by the reports to be con- 
fined to no particular section, but extends 
from the schools in the styHsh West End 
to those north and south in the slums. 

There are 32,815 boys enrolled in a 
schools. While many of the princip re- 
port a decrease in. the habit, almost as 
many, who, by their reports, show that they 
are gifted with acumen and powers of ob- 
servation, declare that it is increasing alarm- 
ingly. 

In only two or three reports is the posi- 
tive statement made that no pupils use cigar- 
ettes, 

The geports received so far are as fol- 
lows, condensed: 


Clinton, 623 boys: E. H. Christie, princi- 
pal—The cigarette habit is far more prev- 
alent than our observation leads us to sup- 
pose. It is done mostly in alleys, sheds, 
open lots and out of the way places. The 
only knowledge I have of its being done is 
sometimes from smelling the smoke on pu- 
pils’ clothes and what their parents tell 
me, for I have seen but one Clinton School- 
boy smoking this year. Yet the great 
number of buttons the children have and 
which are given with cigarettes as an in- 
ducement to buy them, would indicate that 
there are a great many smoked by boys. 
All of the stores sell them, and sell them 
to whoever asks for them, 


Dumas (Colored), Four hundred and sev- 
enty-nine boys, Arthur PD. Langston, prin- 
cipal—Disturbed very little with the cig‘ar- 
ette habit. 

‘llieardsville, 527 boys; E. D. Luckey, 
principal—All have made an attempt to 
smoke cigarettes, with about one-quarter or 
one-fifth who are habitual smokers of cigar- 
ettcs, 

Jefferson, 765 boys, Margaret A. McClure, 
principal—Very little difference in the de- 
gree of cigarette smoking. 

Arlington, Lafayette Westfall, principal— 
Circumstantial evidence against less than a 
dozen boys, as to cigarette smoking. Al- 
most no positive evidence against any od 
the 700 pupils, 300 of whom are boys. 

Roe, Anna M. Merriman, principal—Six 

boys use cjgarettes habitually. Enrollment, 
129 boys. 
Adams, 443 boys; Isaac J. Smith, principal— 
Ten per cent of the boys (about 4) are 
cigarette smokers. Four or five per cent 
(about 22) are confirmed smokers. Many 
more than 10 per cent smoke occasionally. 
There is a cigarette factory within three 
blocks and the employes seem to have used 
every effort to promote the consumption of 
cigarettes in the neighborhood. The effect 
on the confirmed smokers is simply ap- 
palling. 

Banneker, 209 boys; John A. Kelley, prin- 
cipal—The habit has lessened among my 
pupils only because of constant vigilance in 
the matter. Some boys I found following 
this habit say they cannot stop it. I have 
asked some to smoke a pipe or cigar and in 


this way break off. Some told me it enabled , 


them to quit and others not. It strikes me 
law-makers should reach the home and 
cigarette makers or at least attempt to 
abate this evil. 

Irving, seven hundred and ninety-nine 
boys; J. H. Rabe, principal—If cigarette 
smoking prevails at all, | am not aware 
of it. 

Longfellow, two hundred and nine boys; 
Mary E. Lynch, principal—Have never 
caught any boys smoking, although have 
heard that some of them smoke at home, 
and two have acknowledged they smoke. 

Des Peres, two hundred and sixteen pu- 
pils, average age 9 years, Gussie M. Choisel, 
principai—About 1 per cent use cigarettes. 

Mullanphy, three hundred and one boys; 
Anna J. Kelley, principal—Two or three 
cigarette smokers.. They have promised to 
give it up. 

Benton, two hundred and twenty-nine 
boys; 8S. E. Dillon, principal—Fifty per 
cent of the boys in the eight upper grades 
use cigarettes. This is an improvement. 
Last September 75 per cent used them. The 
habit is on the increase. At the Christian 
Brothers’ College, near the school, as a 
whole the boys smoke and chew. 

Lafayette, 493 boys; W. P. Evans, princi- 
pal—Few cigarette users. 


Rock Springs, 200 boys: Margaret K. Slat- 
er, principal—The habit is increasing. Have 
trouble preventing its spread among the 
boys. The most vicious boys are invaria- 
bly cigarette smokers. They are always 
incorrigible. 

Oak Hill, 159 boys; Fannie Wade, princl- 
pal—Not a child here who uses cigarettes. 

Cote Brilliante, 647 boys; Delia Wade, prin- 
cipal—Habit not in creasing. 

Eliot, 210 boys; Henrietta 8S. Ordes, prin- 
cipal—Cigarette smoking prevails to an 
alarming extent in this school district. 

Lincoln, 531 boys, W. C. Goodlett, principal 
—Cigarette habit prevails to a large extent 
among the pupils of the school. Since the 
price of twenty for 5 cents, or four for 1 
cent places them within the reach of a large 
number, it is very difficult to prevent the 
boys trying to use them even about the 
school.
